Paulus Somoſatenus, ano 278. to confure 
whoſe error and blaſphemy, there 1s ex- 
tant an excellent confeſſion of Gregorins 


Neoceſarienſis, But thcſe Synods before 


lar, andprovinciall, becauſe the perſecu- 
tion being ſo hot, they could not conve- 
niently call Generall Councels. The Ge- 
nerall, or cecumenicall (as Saint Augyſtie 
calls them) arc chiefly foure.

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To theſe foure univerſall Councels, Be- 
da,and ſome others adde two more, not 
ofmuchleſſe aurhoricy , bur in which ak 
moſt nothing but the Decrees of the for- 


mer Councels were eſtabliſhed : as thar of 


Conſtantinople the fourth, and fixth, a» 
bouit the yeere 680. which condemned 
the errors of the Monothelites, whoaver- 
red that the Deicy and humanity of Chriſt 
had only one will and operation. 

But Greeory the firſt Biſhop of Rome 
erred, who, /3b.2. epift.10. writeth thus, 
Dnatuor Synodos ſane nniverſalis Eccle- 
ſie, ſicut quatuor libros ſan Evangeliz re- 
cipimus : Wereceive the foure Synodsof 
the holy univerſall Church, as we doethe 
foure Evangeliſts, Gratiazzs writeth ſom- 
whar better in Decreto Canon.z. 

SanFa Romana Ecchſia, poſt veteris et 
n0vi Teſtamenti Scripturas, quas regulariter 
ſuſcipit, etiam quatuor Synodos ſuſcipi nox 
prohibet : The holy Roman Church, faith 
he, after the Scripturesofthe old andnew 
Teſtament , which it regularly receives, 
doth not forbid the admirrance of the 
foure Synods.

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Moreover theſe rulesare tobeobſeryed 
concerning thoſe foure cecumenicall 
Councels. w | 

VVe muſt beleeve the Scriptures for 
themſelves, becauſe they have never erred 
in matters, words or ſentences, but we be-. 
leevethe Councels not for themſelyes, bur 
for the Scriptures. 

The certainty of the Cymbols,and con- 
feſſions of Faith made by thoſe Councels, 
doth not conſiſt in the authority of the 
men, orthe places, but in the perpetuall 
conſent of the whol Church from the time 
of the Apoſtles. 

Councels have no power of making new 
Articlesof Faith, but only-to explain them 
by Scripture , and produce them againſt 
Hereticks. 

Councels may be examined, and ſear- 
ched, what is in them agreeable tothe Di- 
vine V Vord, and what not. For, ifto thoſe 
of Berza it were lawfull to examine the 
Dodrine of Saint Paxt, and confer it with. 
the Scriptures, why may not we examine 
the Councels, fince many of them contra 
dict one another; asthe Nicene and the A+ 

nm 
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riminenfian; the Chalcedonian,and the ſe= 

cond Epheſian, the ſixt at Conſtantino= 
ple, rouching the pulling downpe of Ima- 
ges, and the ſecond Nicene under. 1renes, 
againſt thedefacers of Images. Alſo many 


haveerred, as that of Carthage before the 


Nicene, of the re-baptizing of Hereticks; 
the Nicene, concerning warfare ; the: ſe- 
cond Ephetian, in defending Eutyches, al- 
though ſome great and famous men were 
preſent. Leo, Biſhop of Rome, epzſh.30.31 
ſaith, that he doth approve of the Decrees 
of the Chalcedon Synod as farre as th 

concerne Dodrine, but not thoſe whi 


were ated with Azatholins. And the fay-

But ſome Councels deliberated only up- 
on thoſe things which appertained ro the 
Eccleſiaſticall policy ; as that of Spaing 
and the Laodicenian. Other Councels de- 
creed partly ſome things holy, partly many 
impious : as the Lateran celebrated at 
Rome under Innocent the third, where the 
prophane DoQrine of Tranſubſtanriation 
was ranked with the Articlesof our Faith. 
And fo in the following Councels (the 
ſtate ofthe Church alwaies declining) ma- 
ny Idolatries were eſtabliſhed; ſo that not 
withour cauſe, the Evyangelicall Churches 
haverejetted their authority, and have ap- 
pealed from them to the antiquity of the 
Apoſtolicall-age.

Efore the Nicene Councell there 
-——carpns in the Church the two 
Diſciples of the Apoſtles, Polycarpns 
and NE in their nan" diy of "I 
Saint Jobs the Apoſtle. But oftheſe there {97 
are no writings extant,except certain frag- 
ments of the Epiſtles of 7gaatizs. To them 
ſucceeded Trenexs Biſhop of Lions, and 
Jaſtinus the Philoſopher, ſurnamed Mar- 
zyr.

to duobrfall;from cleare, to troubled and 
perplexed? For whether or no they didit 
out of weaknefſe, or out of policy to 
draw and allure the heaven ro them, it is 
incredible to be ſpeken : ſomerimes how 
wittily, and ſometimes againe how fim- 
ply the Fathers ofthoſe times have Phi- 
loſophiz'd concerning things Divine. To

of divine Inſticutions agaiuſt the Gen- 
tiles. Heelived ar Nicodemia, andexcet- 
ledin Elegancy, and luſtre of Language, 
all the Writers ofthe Church. But hee... 
ſcemed little ro underſtand theProper His ſlaings. 
Do&rine of the Goſpell- concerning the 
Benefits of Chriſt , and of Faith: Foxhee 
cxpreſly writeth, that "Chriſt was there- ' 
fore ſent, thar by his Word, and Example, 
hee might invite us to vertue, and ſtiffered 
only.to be a preſident of Parience.' - ' 
And whenin his 5. amd'6. booke'hee 
expreſly, and of purpoſe handles thepoint 
of Chriſtian Juſtice, hee only difpares of 
the Juſtice of the Law;and mentions very 
ſparingly the Juſtification by Faith, Bar 
the firſt part ofhis Inſtirutions which tax- 
eth the heatheniſh Idolatries, and Philo- 
{ophicall opinions of God, and the Chiefe 
Good; asalſo his booke of the worke- 
manſhip of God in the ſtructure ofman, 
may be read with great profit and plea 
ſure.

Athanaſixs, although in the time of the 
Councell he were not a Bilhop, yet was 
he alwayes a faithfull afliſtant of H/exan- 
der che Biſhop of Alexandria, whome hee 
afterward ſacceeded, and defervedly ob- 
raines the firſt place amongſt the Fathers 
ofthar time : For although hee were ex- 
poſed to innumerable Calumnies, yer 
wich an incredible conſtancy he fruſtrated 
all the endevors of his adverſaries, and is 
ſtiled the Bulwark of Faith in cheEccleſj- 
aſtical Hiſtory:neither was thereany other 
cauſe that more whertted the bitter hatred 
ofthe Arians againſt him (as faith Theo - 
doret, lib. 1. hit.) than that they perceived 
the ſharpneſſe of his wit, and induſtry, in 
confuting of Heretickes in the Nicence 
Councell. His Creed, or his explication 
of the Apoſtolical Creedis in the Church 
among other Creeds received. 

There are yet ſome ofhis moſt grave, 
aud excellent Treariſes extant at Bafill,.. 
fet forth hererofore by the Frobeniz, and 
Epiſcopn, but morelately at Parisby Nz, 
velline, 
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vellius , petrus Nannins, an eloquent man, 
being his Interpretor : as an oration d- 
gainf? leks: of the Incarnation of the World: 
an Epiſtle againſt Heretic kes to EpiGetus 
Biſhop of Corinth : an Expoſition of Faith; 
foure Orations againſt the Arians : 4 double 
Apology for his flight againſ# the Calumpies 
of the Arians: of divers queſtions of the Scrip= 
ture to Antiochus , and many othersof the 
ſame Argument , whichour Divines uſual- 
ly object againſt the Neorians, and Vbi- 
quitarians. . 

The life of S. 4nthony the Abbot is fa- 
ther'don him, but there arein itmany 
things fabulous, which ſavornot ofthe gras 
vity and fimplicity ofS. 4thenaſins .Moft 
crueit is, that both S. Athanaſixs and thoſe 
ancient Fathers were too fervent in com- 
mending the ſigne of the Crofle, and the 
miracles wrought by that figne, and by , 
Martyrs, thinking by this meanes to au His Defns. 
thorize the Evangelicall Doctrine, VVhile : 
wee give theſe cautions rouching the ble- 
miſhes ofthe Fathers, we arenot lyableto 
that cenſure which the Papilſts lay upon ns 
derived from the Authority of the fame 
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F ather, who 1n his firſt Ocean com» 
plaines tharche Arians accuſed the Fa+ 
thers : for he ſpeakes not there of all the 
writings of the Fathers, butof the Ni- 
cene Creed gathered our of the Scripturs 
by the Fathers of that Councell tocon- 
turethe Arians. For hee there diligently 
ad moniſheth us totry the Spirits, which 
may be eaſily done by thoſe whoare con- 
yerſant 11 the Scriptures. 

Mead There are ſome memorable ſpeeches of 

avinss of 4792n9fir5 tobe obſerved; Firlt againſt 

his, © the Lucherans,out of rhe ſecond Oration 
againſt the Arijans. Nurguam poprlus Chri- 
ſtiams ab Epijſcopis ſuis, ſed a Domino, in 
quem creditum fuit , nomen accepit. Ne ab 
Apoſtolis quidem appelationes adepli ſumus, 
ſed aChriſto. Ill; gus alinnde originem ſue 
fl:3 ducunt,ut heretici meritb authorum ſut- 
orum cogromenta pre ſe ferunt. The Chni- 
ſtjan people never tooke their Name from 
the Biſhops, but from tne Lord, in whom 
rhey beleeved. Neither have weeour ap- 
pellations. from the Apoſtles, but from 
Chriſt himſelfe.

To Atharaſins we may joyne Enſe bins Euſebiuts 
theBiſhop of Czfarca in Paleſtine, who 
got the firname of Pamphilus from his 
friend Pawphilus the Martyr , and inthe 
Nicene Synod joyned himſelfe tro the Or- 
thodox , alcheugh in the beginning he wa- 
vered alittle, as faich Sozomes. /;b.1.hiſt. | 
cap. 20, He was very learned in the Lan- 
guages, Hiſtory, and Philoſophy. Hee. 
wrotea Hiſtory from the nativity of 
Chriſtto the timeof Conſtantine the great 
incluſively, which Socrates the Schoole- 
man , and Hermies SoZomeus continned 
from Conſtantine to Theodoſens the firſt, and 
Honorins : & Evagrins to the time of May 
rice the Emperor ; vulgarly called the Tri- 
partite Hiſtory. Euſebi#s wrote alſo a Chro: 
nicle which is yer extant ; anda book of E- 
| yangelicall demonſtation, and preparaton; 
10 
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in which he compares the Evangelical Do. 
&rine with Philoſophy, and other Reli- 
gions, & ſolidly demonſtrats no Doctrine 
to be more perfe& than the Evangelical, 
as alfo that in the Coſpell many thing, bets 
ter and more certaine, are contained, than 
any other Doctrine whatſoever. 

His blemi- He wasſuſpected, indeed, by ſome to 
ſhes. haveprivily favored Arizs: but an ApoOs 
logy for him is extant in Socrates , H3b.2, 
"cap. 17. Yetin the beginning of the ſame 
Hiſtory Socrates doth not diſſemble this 
fault of Exſcbius, that writing the life of 
Conſtantine , which is comprehendedin 
foure bookes, he lightly blamed the deeds 
of Arins ; and that hee predicated the 
verrues of chat Emperor , concealing his 
vices; and that heſtudied more to render 
his Oration illuſtrions ( wherein he highly 
praiſed him) - and to adorne it -with Mas 
Jeſticall words, than diligently to explaine 
the things done. He had another blemiſh 
common with him and many Greeke aus 
thors, which Bodiz, not undeſervedly,im- 
putes to him 1n his- method of Hiſtory 
which 1s, that (retaining ſome what of rhe 
Greciang: 
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Grecian vanity) hee relates not a few fa- 
bulous things, which have little, or no ap» 
pearance of Truth : As of, an Epiſtle of 
Aglarus , King of che Ediſſeni, to Chriſt , 
and of Chriſts anſwer to him : of Sainr 
Iohnthe Apoſtle, and a certain young man 
by him recalled from the ſociety of 
Theeves :allo of the finding our of the 
Woodden Crofle , and of i'ts vertue: of 
Saint Peter, who deſireda certaine kinde 
of death, zo wzt, Crucitying; and govern'd 
the Roman Church 25. yeeres, which how 
farre it 15 from Truth, Calziz, amongſt o- 
thers, ſhewerh, 1b. 4.Inſtis.cap.6.ſeF.1 4.

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Afﬀer Euſebius, aud Athenaſins ,( Who rmterice. 


died under Yalentinians in the yeere 
379) Hilarizs is rightly placed. He was Bi- 
ſhop of the Pics in France,and lived in the

the Great ; and his life extended evento 
thereigneof Valentinian. Saint Hierom 
preferres him before other Doctors of the 
Church , and, alchough younger, was his 
familiar friend. His ſtile isſach(as rightly 
warnes Eraſmus) that it is hard ro beun+ 
derſtood , eafic robe deprav'd : yet Saint 
Hierom calls him the Trumperofthe 
Latine tongue ; perhaps becauſe hee was 
the firſt that confuted the Ariansin that 
Language. His workes are extant, pub« 
liſh't at Baſil, 4#30 70. by Euſebius Epiſco« 
pius, and are partly controverſtall, partly 
expoſitory. He wrote 12. bookes of the 
Trinity againſt the Arians; alſo an Eply 
ſtle againſt Coftantize being then dead, 
who was the chiefe favorer of the Arian 
Faction ; and againſt A»xentivs the Mik 
laniſt, a fautor of the Arian party ; asalſq 
ofdiveres Synods againſt the Arian 
which booke hee tranſlated for the mo 
part out of Greeke from the Synodicall 
decrees. His expoſitory bookes are 4 
Commentary upon Matthew , bur aſhore 
one, as alſo upon many Pfalmes, all which

There were after thoſe times alſo ſome Bt- 
ſhops, though not ſo famous, yet notun- 
learned, as axe 630. in the time of Hera- 
clius Iſidorus Biſhop of Hiſpalea, who 
wrote holy expoſitions upon bookes, and 
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Ifirodorus.

Amo 856 lived Ra- þ 
Rabanus. bans Maurus,who being (irlt made Abbot 
of Fulda, was afterwards Biſhop of Mens. 
He is reported ro have written the Gloſſe 
commonly called the Ordinary. There 1s 
a ſaying of his memorable in cap.2. Epiſt. 
Jacobi. Abraham, per opera que fecit juſt us 
208 fuit, ſed ſola fide : oblatio autem ejus 0- 
pus , & teſtimonium fuit filei, Abraham 
was not juſt by the works that he did, bur 
by Faith only;burt his oblation was a work, 
and teſtimony of his Faith. 

But it 1s to beobſerved that the zeale, 
and diligence of rhe Biſhops decreaſing, 
and their wealth and dignity augmenting, 
tie priviledge of Teaching and Writing 
was conferred on certain Monks & Prieſts 
called ' Schoole-DoGors, becauſe they 
taught moſt in the Schooks. Before this 
timethe Doctrine of Saint A#ſ#z#, and his 
manner of teaching was for the moſt part 
received; burabourthe yeere 1 200, the 
Schoale-Divinity began to. ſpring up, 
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which afterwards degenerared from its 
firſt ſimpliciry and purity, and fell upon 
many unprofitable and doubrtull queſti- 
ons, full of philoſophical ſubrilries, roge- 
+ ther with definitions, and ſentences acco- 
modated ro the corruptions of thoſe 
times. .The chiefe of theſe were Lanſfan- 1,mfrancur. 
cus Manachus Papienſis, whooppoled him- 
{clfe againſt Berengarins, Albertus Magnus Albertus 
and Peter Lombard. Then alſo did Gratj- Magnus. 
ans gather the decrees of the Popesinto F*t-Lonvard 
one Volume, and without judgement; in- 
ſomuch , that the Gloſſe ſwears in -recon 
ciling the contradictions. Peter Lombard 
' aboutthe yeecre 1150. wrotefoure Books 
of Sentences , collefted our of all the Fa- 
thers,as the foundarions,and compendium 
, of all Scholaſticall Divinity ; which with 
ſome are of great value , yet hath he cited 
many things amiſk ont of the Fathers,and ? 
omitted not a few neceffary . Many things 
there are in him, which if rightly under- 
ſtood, and explained make againſt the Pa- 
pilts, eſpecially where hee treats:of the 
Supper of the Lord , He that would know

VVe muſt beleeve rhe Scriptures -for 
themſelves, becauſe they have never erred 
in matters, words or ſengences, but we be- 
leevethe Councels not for chemſelves, bur 
for the Scriptures. 

The certainty of the Cymbols,andcon- 
feſſions of Fairh + by thoſe Councels, 
doth not conſiſt in 54 authoricy of the 
men, or the places, but in the perpetuall 
conſenr ofthe whol Church from the tune 
of the Apoſtles. 

Councels have no power of making new 
Articlesof Faith, but only toexplain them 
by Scripture , and produce them againſt 
Hereticks. - 

Councels may be examined , and ſear- 
ched, whatisin them agreeable rothe Di-

yeeres together . Hee relates a great part 
of hisowne life in his Confeſſions , Atter- 
ward being often admoniſhed by Saint 
Ambroſe, or rather converted by God vp- 
on the aboundant teares and prayers of his 
mother, he turned into the right way,and 
ſucceeded Yalerius, Biſhop of Hippona in 
A frica,about the yeere 390. He ſuſtained 
many ſharpe Conflicts with the Maniches, 
Arians ; Dopariſts, and Pelagians, whom
